It had a ration strengtn of 590 police 
and was organized into a headquarters and © infantry training companies 
with an authorized strength of 112 men each, ALL officers of the school 
had graduated from police courses, and most of them were members of the 
former German Armec lorces, A Soviet officer wearing the uniform of a 
VP Kommandeur was liaison officer to the Soviet Army.
